Missouri Paeiiic and Katy Will 
Boy cott the Gulf. 


KATY FIGURES FOR J l NE 


I tems of I nterest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benetit of 
“ Democrat” Readers. 


A n Associated Press dispatch of 
yesterday from Kansas City says: 
Following the action yesterday 
of the Santa Fe railway, the Mis­ 
souri Pacific and the Missouri,Kan­ 
sas and Tex as railroads today noti­ 
fied the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
G ulf officials that at the termina­ 
tion of the ten-day limit they will 
sev er all traffic arrangements with 
the latter road. 
It is predicted 
that other roads will follow suit. 
The boycott is the result of the 
fight over differentials from the 
seaboard. 
J. A. Hanley, freight 
traffic manager of the Pittsburg 
and Gulf, said yesterday that he 
had the assurance of three systems 
entering Kansas City that 
they 
would stand by his road. 
It is stated that there will prob­ 
ably be no appeal to the courts by 
the receivers of the boycotted road 
until the Union Pacific, the W a ­ 
bash and the Burlington companies 
shall have acted one way or the 
other on the boycott. 
The western roads have no fear 
that they will be compelled to 
interchange through 
traffic with 
the Gulf. 
In various cases of this 
kind the courts have decided that 
railroads cannot be compelled to 
make joint through,rates with con­ 
necting lines, that a road issuing 
such traffic is merely the agent for 
the other roads and that the agency 
can be withdrawn if conditions are 
not observed by the lines parties to 
the through rates. 
Many doubt 
this section will bring the road to 
time, as it is in the hands of re­ 
ceiv ers and will not be so much 
affected as a solvent line.
